Jumbo’s heart is. 50 times as larg< 
ns !h<- average human heart. It no* 
weighs :it><4 pounds, after having 
•■.aheil sev> r.ti years in alcohol. A hu- 
man heart. which weighs a little mor 
than a pound, soaked in alcohol for 
ihe same length of time, weighs ten 
I ounces. * 

The human heart is less than six 
inches long. Jumbo's is 2x inches, and 
24 inches wide. The ordinary heart 
could he contained iu the main artery 
of Jumbo’s heart. The walls of the 
artery are five-eighths of an inch 
thick, while the walls of the ventricle 
are three inches thick. 

When Jumbo met his heroic death at 
St. Thomas, Ont.. trying to save the 
baby elephant, aud being himself 
killed bv a locomotive, his carcass was 
sent to the Ward Natural Science es- 
tablishment, at Rochester. The skele- 
ton was preserved and put on exhibi- 
tion and the hide mounted.
